REMARKS 

The only issues outstanding in the Office Action mailed January 30, 2006, are the 
objections to the claims and the rejections under 35 U.S.C §§112 and 101 . The Examiner is 
thanked for indicating the allowability of all claims over art, and for rejoining the withdrawn 
claims in the present Office Action. Reconsideration of all the outstanding issues, in view of the 
following discussion, is respectfully requested. 

Objections to Claims 

Claims 1, 8 and 14 have been objected to as the result of various typographic and 
formatting errors. Appropriate corrections have been made to the claims, which corrections do 
not change the scope of the claims either literally, or for purposes of the doctrine of equivalents. 
It is respectfully submitted that the objections should be withdrawn. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C §§112 and 101 

Claims 10-13 have been rejected under both 35 U.S.C §112, second paragraph and 
under §101, as a result of the alleged failure to recite active steps. In fact, it is submitted that the 
claims, in Jepson format, do recite active steps inasmuch as they recite a process "comprising 
hydrorefining and/or hydroconverting a hydrocarbon feed." Hydrorefining and/or 
hydroconverting are process steps. In any event, the claims have been clarified, in a manner 
which does not change their scope, either literally or for purposes of the doctrine of equivalents. 
It is submitted that the rejection should accordingly be withdrawn.
